Contracts for Supplies, Material and Work are hereby amended as Follows: 

TITLE 1 - ADMINISTRATIVE 
CHAPTER 8 - DISTRICT FINANCES 

1-8-1: RECEIPTS OF MONEY 

1-8-2: CONTRACTS AND PURCHASES 

1-8-3: WAGE RATES FOR PUBLIC WORKS EMPLOYEES 

1-8-4: PROPERTY TAX RELIEF 

1-8-5: MINIORITY - AND WOMEN-OWNED BUSINESS ENTERPRISES

Sec 1-8-2.B. Signatures Required on Contracts: All contracts for supplies, material or work, over one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) , shall be signed 
by the President of the Board of Commissioners and or by any such other officer as the Board in its 
discretion may designate. All contracts for supplies, material or work that are one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($150,000.00) or less, may be signed by the General Superintendent if such contracts 
do not require board approval and/or do not specifically require the signature of the President of the 
Board of the Forest Preserve District Commissioners under this Code. 

*** 

1-8-2.H Contracts for Supplies, Material and Work: All contracts for supplies, materials and equipment 
and contractual services for the District shall be let as herein provided. All contracts for supplies, 
materials and equipment and contractual services for the District which involve an expenditure of more 
than one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) shall be approved by the Board of 
Commissioners and signed by the President of the Board or his/her designee in accordance with Section 
1-8-2.B of this Code . 

Effective date: This ordinance shall be in effect on January 1, 2016.
